University of Waterloo president David 
Johnston was announced as Canada’s 
next governor general by the Queen 
and the prime minister yesterday. 

“My wife and I have always believed 
that service — whether it is to family, 
community, university or country — is 
our highest calling.” 

The bilingual academic starts his new 
job this fall, Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper said in a statement. 

“David Johnston represents the best 
of Canada,” Harper said. “He represents 
hard work, dedication, public service 
and humility. 

“I am confident he will continue to 
embody these traits in his new role as 
the Crown’s representative in Canada.” 

Johnston, 69, was selected by an advi¬ 
sory group of constitutional experts as¬ 
sembled by Harper. The group was 
designed to make the appointment less 
political, said PMO spokesman Dimitri 
Soudas. 

It consulted hundreds of people over 
several weeks and Johnston — a consti¬ 
tutional expert in a time of successive 
minority governments — quickly came 
to the fore, Soudas said. 

The academic and prolific author is 
widely respected and has had numerous 
interactions with government. 

He wrote the terms of reference for 
the Oliphant inquiry, which examined 
former prime minister Brian 
Mulroney’s business dealings with Ger- 
man-Canadian arms dealer Karlheinz 
Schreiber. 

During a brief statement with his 
family at his side in the Senate foyer, 


Johnston said as an academic he’s 
witnessed Canadians’ “creativity and in¬ 
genuity, our strong ties to our commu¬ 
nities and to the world, as well as our 
diversity and our vitality.” 

“The opportunity to see these values 
at work across the country means a 
great deal to me.” 

Alternating between English and a 
laboured French, he called the office of 
the governor general “an important in¬ 
stitution.” 

He said he particularly looks forward 
to meeting service men and women in 
his role as commander-in-chief of the 
Canadian Forces.

Allowing private companies 
the right to sell off water 
from Alberta’s lakes and 
streams could force towns 
and cities like Edmonton to 
spend millions just to pro¬ 
vide enough water to its 
own residents, says a group 
behind a new campaign. 

Shelia Muxlow, a direc¬ 
tor with the Sierra Club, is 
among those heading up 
the “Our Water is Not For 
Sale” campaign and she 
says the proposed plan by 
the Stelmach government 
could have a huge impact 


on Alberta’s rivers, lakes 
and streams. 

“If water markets go for¬ 
ward as proposed, nature 
will be forced to act as one 
more player in the market 
competing with other wa¬ 
ter users,” said Muxlow. 

“We all need water to 
survive and it should not be 
allocated based on who has 
the biggest bank account.” 

Cara Tobin, a spokes¬ 
woman with the province’s 
Environment Ministry, says 
each company looking to 
sell water will go through a 


rigorous application 

process and it won’t be al¬ 
lowed to ship water outside 
of Alberta if the plan is ap¬ 
proved. 

There are also plans to 
set aside a certain amount 
of water to protect the envi¬ 
ronment, says Tobin. 

But Edmonton Coun. Lin¬ 
da Sloan says city taxpayers 
could be on the hook for 
millions if the plan is ap¬ 
proved. “This places munic¬ 
ipalities and citizens in a 
vulnerable position,” she

Panhandling plan gets mixed reviews 


Some services that help Ed¬ 
monton’s homeless are giv¬ 
ing a planned provincial 
program to curb panhan¬ 
dling mixed reviews. 

The program would be 
modelled on one in Denver 
where people would put 
money into donation recep¬ 
tacles that resemble park¬ 
ing meters. 

Change inside the me¬ 
ters would then go to the 
Homeless Foundation and 


other support organiza¬ 
tions like the Bissell Centre 
and Hope Mission. 

Kelly Row, a community 
relations co-ordinator with 
Hope Mission, says the 
move would provide a 
“much-needed” revenue 
stream for the charity that 
could help it support peo¬ 
ple with addictions and 
mental health issues. 

The move would also de¬ 
ter people from giving 


money to panhandlers. 

“Every little bit helps,” 
said Row. “Some of these 
(panhandlers) are making 
hundreds of dollars a day.” 

But Jessica Smith-Perry, a 
spokeswoman with the 
city’s Bissell Centre, says 
the machines should be 
more about helping the 
homeless instead of cam¬ 
paigning against panhan¬ 
dling. 

A similar program was 


launched in Edmonton 
nine years ago and it was 
“quite a burden” for chari¬ 
ties, she said. 

Smith-Peny says home¬ 
less services was be in 
charge of taking the money 
out of the devices, and it be¬ 
came highly ineffective. 

“Panhandling is not a 
public issue — aggressive 
panhandling is,” said 
Smith-Peny.

When Lucia Nzunlculu was 
three years old, her mother 
tired of her and abandoned 
her at her father’s house. 

But he didn’t want her 
either. 

That was the best thing 
that could have happened 
to Lucia, now 14. 

“My father had a new 
family and wanted nothing 
to do with us,” she ex¬ 
plained. “He didn’t care if 
we ate or not.” 

Lucia and her three- 
week-old brother ended up 
at Agape, an orphanage in 
KwaZulu-Natal, South 
Africa, that provides food, 
shelter and education for 
some 50 children. 

“This is where I belong,” 
said Lucia. “The people 
here won’t dump me like 
my mother, who said she’d 
come back but didn’t. Peo¬ 
ple ask, ‘How’s your or¬ 
phanage?’ I say, ‘You mean 
my home, right?”’ 

Perhaps more unusually, 
Agape provides music. 

In fact, the children 
have become such accom¬ 
plished singers that they’re 
the subject of an award¬ 
winning documentary, We 
Are Together. 

“Music is central to the 
orphanage,” said filmmak¬ 
er Paul Taylor, who is a 
trustee of the Rise Founda¬ 
tion, which he founded af¬ 
ter making the film, to 
support the Agape chil¬ 
dren’s education. 

“The children have beau¬ 
tiful voices, but Agape’s fo¬ 
cus on music isn’t just 
about performing. Music is 
therapeutic to the chil¬ 
dren.” 

Lucia already knows 
that singing has changed 
her life. 

“When I joined the choir 
I knew nothing about mu¬ 
sic,” she said. 

“But South Africans like 
to sing, and at Agape we 
sing before we eat and be¬ 
fore we pray. Thanks to the 
choir, I’ve been to both 
London and New York.” 

Thanks to Agape, Lucia 
can allow herself to think 
about the future. 

Now, she dreams of be-

Well ahead of schedule 

O Relief well remains best hope for stemming Gulf of Mexico gusher 
O Shaving days off timeline could stop millions of litres of oil 


A relief well being drilled 
deep into the seafloor of 
the Gulf of Mexico to shut 
down the gushing well 
could be completed ahead 
of a long-set deadline of 
mid-August only if condi¬ 


tions are ideal, government 
and BP officials said Thurs¬ 
day. 

National Incident Com¬ 
mander and retired Coast 
Guard Adm. Thad Allen said 
Thursday that the relief 


well is expected to inter¬ 
cept and penetrate the 
Deepwater Horizon well 
pipe about 18,000 feet be¬ 
low sea level within seven 
to 10 days. But they won’t 
know how long it will take 


to stop the oil until they get 
there. The gushing well has 
several concentric rings, 
and oil could be coming up 
through multiple rings, 
Allen said.

Canadian 
economy still 
on track: IMF 


O Our growth remains ahead of the U.S. O IMF 
predicts slower growth worldwide in 2011 


Canada’s economy is on 
track to grow more quickly 
this year than previously 
expected, putting it ahead 
of most other advanced 
economies, according to 
new estimates from the In¬ 
ternational Monetaiy Fund. 

The IMF said yesterday 
it’s raising the 2010 growth 
forecast for Canada to 3.6 
per cent from its previous 
estimate of 3.1 per cent, is¬ 
sued in April. 

The IMF’s July report al¬ 
so raised its U.S. growth es¬ 
timate to 3.3 per cent, up 
from 3.1 per cent, and its 
world estimate to 4.6 per 
cent from 4.2 per cent. 

Asian countries with 
rapidly maturing 

economies will grow more 
quickly than the United

States, Japan and European 
countries that have histori¬ 
cally been more advanced. 

China’s growth for this 
year, for instance, is now 
projected at 10.5 per cent, 
up five percentage points, 
while the IMF expects In¬ 
dia’s economy will advance 
9.4 per cent this year (up 
six percentage points from 
the April projection.) 

Next year isn’t looking 


so rosey for Canada, how¬ 
ever. The IMF has lowered 
its projection for 2011 
growth by four percentage 
points to 2.8 per cent. Also 
notable was a reduction in 
the IMF’s 2011 projection 
for China, which has been 
reduced by three percent¬ 
age points from April’s. 

The IMF, a Washington- 
based multnational organi¬ 
zation affiliated with the 
United Nations and the 
World Bank, said Europe’s 
debt crisis might stall the 
global rebound and gov¬ 
ernments need to shore up 
shaky public confidence.

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U.S. court again 
rejects ban on 
onshore drilling

A U.S. federal appeals 
court on Thursday rejected 
the federal government’s 
effort to restore an off¬ 
shore deepwater oil 
drilling moratorium, open¬ 
ing the door to resumed 
drilling in the Gulf while 
the legal fight continues. 

A three-judge panel of 
the 5th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals ruled soon after an 
afternoon hearing in a law¬ 
suit filed by companies that 
oppose the drilling ban. 

The Interior Depart¬ 
ment argued the moratori¬ 
um was necessary while it 


studied deepwater drilling 
risks in the wake of the BP 
oil spill. Government 
lawyers asked the appeals 
court to let the temporary 
drilling ban stand until the 
5th Circuit ruled on their 
appeal of the lower-court 
ruling. 

Lawyers for several oil¬ 
field service companies that 
sued to block the moratori¬ 
um, said the Obama admin¬ 
istration has failed to show 
that the government would 
suffer “irreparable harm” if 
the drilling ban is lifted.

Cillian Murphy’s been keep¬ 
ing quiet for quite some 
time, and he’s glad his gag 
order is being lifted. 

As part of the cast of 
Christopher Nolan’s myste¬ 
rious Inception, Murphy 
has maintaining radio si¬ 
lence while the film was 
shot and completed, but it 
wasn’t like he and his cast- 
mates were exactly forced 
into secrecy. 

“It was quite laidback, 
really.

for a film like this, which is 
so high-concept and 
unique, that we kept as 
much as possible under 
wraps,” he says.

To put it vaguely, Incep¬ 
tion is a heist film in which 
corporate spies use dreams 
to steal information. Need¬ 
less to say, it wasn’t like 
anything Murphy had read 
before. 

“I think we’ve all been re¬ 
assured that eveiy actor had 
the same reaction to read¬ 
ing it,” he says. 

“You feel a little bit dumb 
when you read it.

The Girl Who Played With 
Fire is to The Girl With 
The Dragon Tattoo what 
Hannibal was to Silence of 
the Lambs. And that’s sub¬ 
jective praise because this 
critic thought Hannibal 
was in many ways a superi¬ 
or and bolder film. 

It was certainly a differ¬ 
ent animal. Like Hannibal, 
the film takes the personal 
relationships of the charac¬ 
ters we love from the first 
picture and betrays our ex¬ 
pectations, going that extra 
mile into baroque, almost 
Ian Fleming-esque horror 
show, functioning not only 
as an intimate psychologi¬ 
cal mystery but a 
dynamite, visceral pulp fic¬ 
tion romp as well. 

Noomi Rapace returns 
as the androgynous, bisex¬ 
ual Lisbeth Salander, the 
boldest, baddest female 
heroine the big screen has 
ever seen as does Dragon’s 


Micheal Nyqvist as 
legendary, ruthless 
reporter Michael 
Blomkvist in a tale that 
picks up approximately 
one year after the first 
film’s events. 

Lisbeth — now wealthy 
due to her heroic embez¬ 
zlement in the last chapter 
— returns to Stockholm 
and almost immediately is 
thrust deep into another 
nightmare world of mur¬ 
der and family secrets that 
this time, are directly 
linked to her sordid past. 

It’s riveting watching 
these two obsessed and ir¬ 
revocably linlced-by-fate 


characters (and former 
lovers) work within the 
same narrative together 
while rarely sharing any 
screen time together. It’s 
hypnotic. 

Director Daniel Alfreds¬ 
son brings a kinetic energy 
to the narrative that hon¬ 
ors the labrynthine text 
while rampaging brilliant¬ 
ly on its own merits and 
he amplifies the eroticism 
too. There’s also the 
expected ultraviolence. 

But like the first picture,

Sometimes they are diabolical. Occasionally 
dastardly. They are, of course, supervillains, the 
evil geniuses who give Superman, Batman and 
other caped crusaders a reason to get up in the 
morning. 

S upervillains like Professor Moriarty and Dr. Fu 
Manchu, with their craving for world domi- na¬ 
tion and habit of calling everyone around them 
“Fools!,” have been scaring moviegoers for 
decades, but the Professor and the Doctor are 
rather conventional compared to the Lightning 
from the 1938 film The Fighting Devil Dogs. 

Lightning was the first crime mastermind to wear a 
wild costume — a black shiny helmet and robe that later 
inspired Darth Vader’s uniform — and he set the tone for 
hundreds of cinematic supervillians. 

In this weekend’s Despicable Me, a new super- villain, 
Gru (Steve Carell), rethinks his plan to steal the moon af¬ 
ter becoming a dad. It’s a comedic take on the standard 
baddie, but nonetheless Gru has most of the 
accoutrements of his evil trade. 

Here’s a checklist: 


Accent: Having a sinister accent is par for the super¬ 
villain course. Gru’s sounds like a cross between Ricardo 
Montalban and Bela Lugosi, but he is just the latest in a 
long line of baddies with a brogue. Who could forget Bat¬ 
man & Robin’s icy Mr. Freeze? Played by Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, the frosty bad guy intoned, “The Ice Man 
cometh!” in a menacing accent that sounded a lot like, 
well, Schwarzenegger. 

Doomsday Devices: What’s an evil overlord without a 
diabolical device of destruction? Gru has an arsenal of 
shrink and freeze rays, but those pale by comparison to 
Doctor Otto Octavius (Alfred Molina) and his Spider-Man 2 
explosive super-weapon or the Green Goblin’s Pumpkin 
Bombs —Jack-o’-lanterns that can melt through a three- 


inch-thiclc sheet of steel. 

Catchphrase: All good supervillains have a motto. Gru 
could learn a thing or two from the Clown Prince of 
Crime, the Joker (Jack Nicolson) who cackled, “Have you 
ever danced with the devil in the pale moonlight?” to his 
victims before offing them. It’s catchy, but not as memo¬ 
rable as Mr. J’s other well known quote, “This town needs 
an enema.” Even better is Terence Stamp's haughty com¬ 
mand “Kneel before Zod!” from Superman II. 

A.K.A.: Finally, Gru fits the baddie bill but does fall 
down in one aspect of supervillainy, however; no evil 
nickname. Perhaps he could take his lead from the Joker 
a.lc.a. “the Harlequin of Hate” and go by the Fiend of 
Fatherhood.

Minogue says just dance 


O Singer regrets not writing about 
breast cancer battle O says new 
album was made for the dancefloor

When most musicians deal 
with something traumatic 
they often end up writing 
about it. 

Not Kylie Minogue. 

About five years ago the 
Aussie songstress was diag¬ 
nosed with breast cancer 
— it’s been in remission 
since 2006 — and she has 
yet to record an album 
about the experience. It’s 
something she regrets. 

“I did write some tracks 
for X (her 2007 disc) about 
my experience, but I didn’t 
include them on the al¬ 
bum,” she tell Metro over 
the phone from New York. 
“The consensus was that 
they didn’t belong on it.” 

She says she wished she 
“had the energy to fight” 
and that she had more

confidence to get the 
songs on the record. But 
her new album, Aphrodite, 
doesn’t discuss her cancer 
either. “It’s not the mo¬ 
ment,” she says, adding 
that she does want to cre¬ 
ate an “anti-album,” one 
that does have the songs 
she thinks her fans want 
to hear. 

Instead, the electro, 
club-ready Aphrodite deals 
with love, but she steers 
clear from the heartache 
she’s dealt with through¬ 
out much of her life. “And 
if I he with you long 
enough I can see the 
things I’m dreaming of,” 


she sings on the upbeat 
Everything is Beautiful. 
Positive lyrics like that are 
all over the record. 

“I still believe in love,” 
she says. “Not just with 
one person, but I feel it 
with my audience and feel 
it through my music.” 

While this disc is made 
for the dance floor, it was¬ 
n’t supposed to turn out 


like it did. She wanted to 
create something with 
more guitars than keys. “It 
was supposed to be more 
organic,” she reveals. 

But, as the writing 
process went on she began 
feeling lost. “I became very 
confused,” she says. “I did¬ 
n’t know what I was trying 
to achieve.” 

Her songwriters shifted 


gears, creating the key¬ 
board heavy sound that’s 
on her new effort. She’s 
thrilled with overall result, 
and adds that the timing 
for a dance record couldn’t 
have been better. 

“Dance has infiltrated 
the mainstream in Eu¬ 
rope,” she says. “That 
sound worked for me and 
it was good timing.” 


Rise of a pop star 

Kylie Minogue has never 
been more popular than 
she is now, but she’s far 
from an overnight success.

:► 1987: Minogue sings a re¬

Getting to a winner is as 
complicated as electing a 
pope — and filled with 
nearly as much intrigue. 
Over the course of many 
months, nearly 200 music 
journalists, broadcasters, 
bloggers, critics and gener¬ 
al tastemakers weigh in 
with which albums they 
think should be 
considered. 

In June, votes are cast to 
whittling dozens of sugges¬ 
tions down to the 40-album 
Long List. Tuesday, the 
results of a second vote 
were announced, resulting 
in the 10-album Short List. 
In September, a jury will be 
sequestered to debate the 
artistic qualities of each fi¬ 
nalist to determine the 
winner. 

With something set up 
to be so subjective, you can 
see where the fights begin. 
But at least Polaris gets peo¬ 
ple talking about music. 
Artists and albums that 
might otherwise forever re¬ 
main obscure are discussed 
and heard, not only domes¬ 
tically but internationally. 

In an era when far too

Wolf Parade fans should 
be thrilled that the Mon¬ 
treal-based band has a 
new record out — it was 
far from certain that it 
would happen. “I think 
we always wanted to do 
another record,” says 
drummer Arlen Thomp¬ 
son, “but after we fin¬ 
ished our last tour it was 
up in the air.” 

It’s not that the band 
didn’t want to keep mak¬ 
ing music together, 
they’re just so busy with 
other projects (see side- 
bar). Putting together Ex¬ 
po 86, the band’s third 
disc, could only happen 
when singers Dan Boeclcn- 
er and Spencer Krug had 
time, and they had to 
record it fast. 

“We figured out that 
we can get a record done 
in four months from writ¬ 
ing to have it mastered,” 
says Thompson. That 
speed means the group 
can play with other 
bands, and still fit in Wolf 
Parade. “It’s always some¬ 
thing we can come back 
to.” 

Fortunately, quality 
wasn’t sacrificed for 
speed. The record isn’t a 
major departure from

their first two records — 
it’s boundless energy and 
layers of instrumentation 
remain, but it sounds 
more organic and more 
free flowing.

O Both teams have chance to earn their first World Cup championship 



A new champion will be 
crowned at the World Cup 
on Sunday, when Spain 
meets the Netherlands in a 
final which has the poten¬ 
tial to be a classic. 


Well-organized and ex¬ 
perienced but blessed with 
finesse and flair, Spain has 
the roster to outplay any 
team in the world. 

The Dutch have for¬ 
wards, wingers and mid¬ 
fielders capable of slicing 
through any defence. 

The first World Cup final 
to be staged in Africa 
should be a memorable 
one if both teams bring 
their best game to Soccer 
City on Sunday (CBC, 12 


p.m. MT). 

Although some of its 
stars looked short of fitness 
and form in the early 
stages, Spain produced its 
best performance in 
Wednesday’s 1-0 semifinal 
victory over Germany. It 
looked more like the squad 
that brushed teams aside to 
win the European Champi¬ 
onship two years ago. 

Although the Nether¬ 
lands too has won a Euro¬ 
pean title, that was back in 


1988 and this is its first 
World Cup final since ’78 
— when it lost to Argentina 
in Buenos Aires. 

“It’s quite something to 
have achieved this after 32 
years,” coach Bert van Mar- 
wijlc said. “That only really 
sank in right at the end of 
the match when I was sit¬ 
ting there on the bench. 
But we can’t stop here. We 
have one more match to 
go.”

Sneijder looks to 
add to trophy rack 


Nowadays, success comes 
at such a staggering pace 
for Wesley Sneijder that he 
can’t even find a spot in 
his agenda to properly en¬ 
joy it. 

After leading Inter Mi¬ 
lan to a triple of titles the 
Dutch playmaker now has 
a shot at an unheard-of 
quadruple in Sunday’s 
World Cup final against 
Spain.

Now it 
doesn’t really enter my 
mind.” 

In a tumultuous season, 
Sneijder is still in the run¬ 
ning for the World Cup 
top-scoring title, tied at fi¬ 
ve goals with Spain’s David

Villa. That competition 
could also turn in his fa¬ 
vour Sunday. 

And to think that only in 
August, Real Madrid's 
biggest wish was to dump 
him on the transfer market 
after deeming him not 
good enough for the Span¬ 
ish powerhouse. 

Inter Milan realized he 
was a bargain, and coach 
Jose Mourinho has long 
been known to recognize 
genius. Sneijder has been 
splitting defences all year 
with pinpoint passes and 
changed matches with his 
free kicks. All of a sudden, 
instead of looking at a glum 
future, everything turned 
out perfectly. 

He had always said that 
at 26, his career should hit 
its full stride. He turned 26 
two days before the World 
Cup started.

( European champion’s start¬ 
ing lineup for Sunday’s 
World Cup final. 

“We’ve kept a certain 
block of players in these six 
games, so I don’t think 
there will be many 
changes,” Del Bosque said 
Thursday. 

Del Bosque fielded the 
same starting 11 for three 
straight games before re¬ 
placing striker Fernando 
Torres with Pedro Ro¬ 
driguez for Wednesday’s 1- 
0 win over Germany in 
which Carles Puyol scored. 
Pedro excelled in his first 
start. 

“We’re veiy happy with 
Pedro’s work. We wanted 
him to attack (defender 
Phillip) Lahm rather than 
defend,” Del Bosque said. 

Del Bosque said Spain 
will stick to the attractive 
style of soccer that has 
made it the favourite going 
into the match at Soccer 
City in Johannesburg, and 
that Torres is likely to fea¬ 
ture in the final. 

“If he’s played the first 
five games it’s because we 



believe he is in good physi¬ 
cal shape,” Del Bosque said. 

Puyol was still enjoying 
what may be the most im¬ 
portant goal of his career, 
only his third in 89 interna¬ 
tionals. 

“They are moments you 
must experience, especially 
as a player who isn’t used 
to scoring and especially in 
such an important game,” 
the defender said. “But you 
just want to stay focused af¬ 
ter that because there is 
still a lot of game left.” 

The 32-year-old Puyol 
hasn’t decided yet if the fi¬ 
nal will be his last match 
for Spain. He has been a 
regular since his interna¬ 
tional debut in 2000.

FIFA to review rules 


FIFA will look at changing 
soccer's rules after a goal¬ 
line handball by Uruguay 
striker Luis Suarez denied 
Ghana a place in the World 
Cup semifinals. 

FIFA president Sepp Blat¬ 
ter said Thursday that 
changes can be considered 
at an October meeting of its 
rules-making panel. 

Suarez was shown a red 
card but his action pro¬ 
voked condemnation for 
being seen to unfairly keep 
his side in the match. 

Ghana missed the ensu¬ 
ing penalty with the last 
kick and Uruguay won 


their quarter-final in a 
shootout. 

A FIFA-imposed one- 
match ban for Suarez was 
then viewed as inadequate 
because he would have 
been eligible to play in the 
final. Uruguay lost to the 
Netherlands in the semifi¬ 
nals. 

However, Blatter dis¬ 
missed the possible cre¬ 
ation of a rule to award 
“penalty goals” when hand¬ 
balls clearly prevented a 
score, likely limiting the 
panel's scope to review dis- 
ciplinaiy sanctions.
